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N EM HERE is ſcarce any one Vice 
A N againſt which there is ſo much 
Na ſaid in the New Teſtament, as 
A againſt that of Uncleanneſs : 
And yet, through the Diſſoluteneſs of 
the Age, there is hardly any that is more 
common, or made more light of, by 
the Generality of the World. It cannot 
therefore but be a Piece of great Charity 
to the Souls of Men, to ſet forth the Mi- 
ſery which follows, both in this World 
and the next, from the Commiſſion of 
it. And I pray God to aſſiſt thoſe guilty 
Perſons who ſhall read this, with the 
Light and Influence of his holy Spirit, 
that they may thereby be brought to a 
due Shame and Sorrow for their paſt Life, 
and to afirm Reſolution to go and /in no 
more. And that it may be alſo of uſe 
to thoſe who are yet * untainted with 
the corruption which is in the world 
through Luſt,” by warning them in 
Time to avoid thoſe Rocks, whereon the 
Lewd and Debauched have ſplit, to the 
Ruin of their Bodies and Souls. | 
A2 I beg 
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an Offence againſt Reaſon and the Judg- 
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I beg therefore the following Particu- 


lars may be ſeriouſly conſidered. 
Firſt, That the Sin of Uncleanneſs is 


ment of our Minds, It is a Violation 
of that natural Modeſty and Shame- 
facedneſs, which God our Maker has ſo 


wrought into our Frame, that we muſt 


even put a Force upon ourſelves, and 
harden our F aces, before we can con- 
ſent to commit any Act of Lewdneſs. 


Hence it is, that this ſort of Sinners, 


being conſcious to themſelves of the na- 


tural Deformity of their Actions, ſeek 


for Privacy and Obſcurity, in order to 
conceal themſelves from the View of 


the World; as Job has obſerved, chap. 


xxiv. 15, 16, 17. *The eye of the adul- 
5 terer waiteth for the twilight, ſaying, 
No eye ſhall ſee me, and diſguiſes his 


face; in the dark they dig through 


„ houſes, which they had marked for 
* themſelves in the day-time : They 


5 know not the light, for the morning 


* js tothemeven as the ſhadowof death; 


5 if one know them, they are in the 


u terrors of the ſhadow of death.“ 

2. In the next place, It is a Sin moſt 
directly and 1n the higheſt Degree con- 
trary to your Chriſtian Profe io ion; which 

re- 
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requires ſtrict Purity of Heart and Soul, 
and teaches you to keep the Body in 
Temperance, Soberneſs, and Chaſtity : 
As you may read in the following Places; 
1 Theſſ. iv. 3, Sc. This is the will of 
1 God, even your ſanctification, that ye 
u ſhould abſtain from fornication: That 
u every one of you ſhould know how to 
„ poſſeſs his veſſel in ſanctification and 
l % honour; not in the luſt of concupi- 
u ſcence, even as the Gentiles, which 
* know not God: For God hath not 
called us unto uncleanneſs, but unto 
| u holineſs,” Rom. xii. 1. J beſeech you, 
| u brethren, by the Mercies of God, that 
u ye preſent your bodies a living ſacri- 
* fice, holy, acceptable untoGod, which 
is your reaſonable ſervice,” 1 Cor. vi. 
13, 15, to the End. The body is not 
u for fornication, but for the Lord; and 
"1 the Lord for the body. Know ye not 
| that your bodies are the members of 
Chriſt ? Shall I then take the mem- 
* bers of Chriſt, and make them the 
- * members of an harlot ? God forbid. 
* What, know ye not that he which is 
joined to an harlot is one body? for 
u two (ſaithb be) ſhall be one fleſh. But 
1 he that is joined unto the Lord, is one 
1 ſpirit. Flee fornication: Every ſin 
that a man doth, is without the body;

What, 
 knowye not that your body is the tem- 
u ple of the holy Ghoſt which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are not 
your own? For ye are bought with a 
price. Therefore glorify God in your

not only from the Duties of Religion, 
but alſo from that neceſſary Care and 


Induſtry, which every one ought to ex- 


erciſe in their ſeveral Callings and Con- 
ditions of Life. And when all Thought- 
fulneſs and Conſideration is thus extin- 
guiſhed, it hurries Men on to be go- 
verned by mad and brutiſh Appetites; 
and ſo renders them more like Beaſts, 
than rational Creatures, made in the 
Image and for the Service of God. 

4. This Sin is commonly attended 
with many ot bers, and leads the deluded 
Sinner on by fatal Steps to the Com- 
miſſion of the moſt. heinous and deteſtable 
Vices. It not only makes them idle, and 
neglect their own Buſineſs, but at the 
ſame time puſhes them on to Luxury 
and Extravagance; and then, to ſupport 
and conceal their vicious and profuſe 
Way of Living, tempts them to Theft 
and Robbery, to Lying and Perjury, 
and at length ſometimes to commit the 
crying Sin of Murder, even the unna- 
tural Murder of their own Children, to 
cover the Shame of the guilty 2 Of 
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An Exhortation to CHAsTITT. 9 
Of all the Snares the Devil lays 
for che Simple and Unwaty, no one 
entangles more than this ; of all Sins no 
one ſears the Sinner's Conſcience more, 
or makes them more deaf to good Ad- 
vice. The dangerous Nature and Ten- 
dency of this Vice is well ſet forth by 
Solomon in the following Paſſages, Prov. 
ii. 18, 19. The houſe of the ſtrange 
woman inclineth unto death, and her 
„ paths to the dead. None that go 
unto her return again, neither take 
* they hold of the paths of life. Cb. v. 
3—6 »The lips of a ſtrange woman 
„ drop as an honey- comb, and her 
1 mouth is ſmoother than oil: But her 
* end is bitter as wormwood, ſharp as 
a two-edged ſword: Her feet go 
don to death, her ſteps take hold 
« of hell. Leſt thou ſhouldſt ponder 
u the path of life, her ways are move- 
able, that thou canſt not know them. 
Chap. vi. 23, 26,27. Let not thine” 
u heart incline to her ways, go not a- 
s ſtray in her paths: For ſhe hath caſt” 
* down many wounded; yea many

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And now, if theſe are the ſad Conſe- 
quences which naturally follow this Sin, 
how juſtly may the Folly of every Of- 
fender in this kind be upbraided in thoſe 
forcible Words of God himſelf by the 
Prophet Jeremy, Chap. ii. 17, 19. Haſt 
thou not procured this unto chyſelf, in 
u that thou haſt forſaken the Lord thy 
God? Thine own wickedneſs ſhall cor- 
rect thee, and thy. backflidings ſhall 
* reprove thee ; know therefore and ſee, 
a that it is an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou haſt forſaken the Lord thy God.” 
7. Laſtly, It is a Sin, which, ' unleſs 
timely repented of and thoroughly for- 
ſaken, expoſes Mer to the ſevereſt Judg- 
ments of God in the World to come. Ter- 
rible are the Threatenings contained in 
Scripture againſt this Vice, as you may 
read in the following Texts; 1 Cor. vi. 
9, 10. Be not deceived, neither forni- 
5 Cators, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, 
& nor abuſers of themſelves with man- 
Kind, ſhall inherit the kingdom of 
God.“ Gal. v. 19.

In ttlieſe Paſſages of ger pture you feb 
the Wrathof God is very plainly.denoun- 
eed againſt theſe Sins; and if you have 
been guilty of them, your on Conſei- 
ences will witneſs againſt you, and tell 
you, that you have deſervedtheſe ſore 
and terrible Judgments of God, which 
there is nb Way left for you 10 Eſbape, 
but by a ſpeedy Repentancd, and tho- 
ob * rough 
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rough Amendment of your Life. Nom 
conſiderithis, ye that forget God, leſt 
c he tear you in pieces, and chere be 
15 none to deliver you:“ Take Warning 
by what you, may, have already ſuffered; 
3 ſin.no,more Jeſt a worſe thing come 
* unto. you : You have perhaps. expe 
rienced already in yourſelves, and ſcen 
in your wretched Campanions, ſome of 
the ſad Conſequences of a lewd. and vi- 
cious Lite: 7 how little!

what all i impenitent Sinners mult ſuffer: 
at the Hands of an almighty and angry 
God, in that great and terrible Day, 
hen the Lord Jeſus ſhall be revealed:

* fore the terror of the Lord, be per- 
* ſuaded to flee from the wrath to come. 
# Let your fleth tremble for fear of him, 
and be afraid of his Judgments. Fear 
him who is able to deſtroy both ſoul 
and body in hell. Bring forth fruits 
meet for repentance. Crucify the fleſh, 
* with the affections and luſts. Put off, 
concerning the former converſation, 
* the old man, which is corrupt accord- 
ing to the deceitful luſts : and be re- 
* newed in the ſpirit of your mind; and 
put on the new man, which after 
God is created in righteouſneſs and 
true holineſs. Let not fin reign in 
* your mortal body, that ye ſhould obey 
* 1t in the luſts thereof; but as ye have 
heretofore © yielded your members ſer- 
vants to uncleanneſs and to iniquity, 
® unto iniquity, even ſo now yield your 
u members ſervants to rigineouſnel, | 
unto holineſs.” + 
To make this Advice more effectual, 
here are added ſome Directions to aſſiſt 
you in the Practice of your Duty, 
1. Be on your Guard againſt the Ap- 
1 to this Sin; and reſiſt the firſt 
Motions

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Motions of unclean Deſires in your Minds: 
Extinguiſh the ſmalleſt Sparks, leſt they 
| Kindle the Fire of Luſt in you. Let 
not the Woman liſten to the fair Speeches 
of the Man that would beguile her; 
and let the Man arm himſelf with the 
ſame Caution againſt the enticing Looks 
and * the flattery of the tongue of a 
u ſtrange woman: Luſt not after her 
1 beauty in thine heart, neither let her 
take thee with her eye-lids,” Prov. vi. 
24,25, Carefully ſhun all Temptations, 
and abſtain from every thing which is 
apt to lead you into the Snare. Avoid 
all ill Company, remembering Solomon's 
Advice, Prov. i. 1o. My Son, ſays he, 
5 if ſinners enticethee, conſent thou not; 
eſpecially, avoid the Company of fuch 
as have formerly led you aſtray. * En- 
* ter not into the path of the wicked, 
* and go not into the way of evil men; 
avoid it, paſs not by it, turn from it, 
and paſs away,” Prov. iv. 14, 15. Re- 
frain from all lewd Behaviour, immodeſt 
Geſtures, laſcivious Diſcourſes, foohſh 
talking and jeſting, which are not con- 
venient. Shun all immodeſt Books, 
Songs, and Pictures, and every Thing 
which may tend to raiſe impure Deſires 
and luſtful Thoughts in your Minds: 
Unclean Deſires partake of the ONS 5 
0 
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of uunclean Actions; they naturally 
dead us to the Commiſſion of them, and 
are expreſly forbid by the Goſpel of 
Chriſt. Abſtain from all Intemperunte 
and Exceſs ; it is our Lord's Advice, 
Lutte xxi. 34. Take heed tœyourſelves, 
leſt at any time your hearts be over- 
5 Charged with ſurfeiting and drunken- 
'* neſs.” And the Apoſtle ſays, Rom. 
X11.'13, 14. Let us'walk honeſtly as 
in the day; not in riotiag and drin- 
*Kkenneſs, not in chambering and wan- 
5 tonneſs. . Learn to keep your Bo- 
dies in Temperance, as the beſt way to 
keep them in Chaſtity; and make not 
Proviſion for the Fleſh, to fulfil the 
Luſts thereof. Beware of Jaleneſs and 
orb, and apply yourſelves with -Dili- 
gence to ſome honeſt Trade or Employ- 
ment for your Support and Mainte- 
nance, which will be a Means of keep- 
ing you out of the way of Temptations, 
and help you to eſcape the Snare, which 
is ſo fatal to the Slothful and Intempe- 
rate. It is the common Plea-of Jewd 
Women, that their Wants and Nxceſſi- 
ties firſt led them into ſuch a licentiovs 
Way of living: But this is a wicked and 
a falſe Pretence: It was the Love of 
Senſuality, it was Idleneſs, and an Aver- 
fion to honeſt Labour, which Aſt! eor- 
rupted 
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rupted their Minds, then betrayed them 
into a vicious and lewd courſe of Life; 
out of which nothing is ſo Hkely to re- 
claim them, as reſolving to betake them- 
ſelves to ſome honeſt, though it be a 
laboriaus, pains-raking Tru of getting 

their: Bread. | 
2. Never thiak with Pleaſure on any 
of your paſt Crimes; but henever you 
call them to Remechbrants; let it {be 
with Abhorrence and Deteſtation. Re- 
flect with Shame and Sorrow upon the 
ſinful. Aggravations of your Guilt and 
Folly, wen you forſook the Guide ef 
your Vouth, and forgot the Covenant 
of your God; how greatly you have 
offended him, abuſed your Bodies, pol- 
luted your Souls, and expoſed yourſelves 
to his dreadful Vengeance. Theſe Re- 
flections will put you upon good Re- 
ſolutions, and help to ſtrengthen them. 

3. Let your chief Cœnverſation be with: 
Perſons of ſober and orderly Behaviour, 
and exerciſe yourſelves frequently in re- 
ligious Duties, ſuch as attending the pub- 
lic Worſhip of God, reading good 
Books, Meditation on divine and ſpiri- 
tual Things; eſpecially, accuſtom your- 
ſelves to think often, Phat you are 
. in che Preſence of che great 
God; 
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God; that your moſt private Actions 
and your very Thoughts are known to 

Him, © who is about your path, and 
* about your bed, and ſpieth out all 
your ways,“ Pſalm cxxxix. 3. For 
u his eyes are upon the ways of man, 
„and he ſeeth all his goings: There is 
* no darkneſs, nor ſhadow of death, 
„Where the workers of Iniquity may 
hide themſelves,” Job xxxiv. 21, 22. 
Theſe Conſiderations will help to pre- 
ſerve you from ſecret Wickedneſs, and 
when you are aſſaulted with Tempta- 
tions, will ſuggeſt to your Minds that 
Saying of Foſeph, How can do this 

© great wickedneſs, and ſin againſt God? 
Geneſis xxxix. 9. 

4. There is yet a farther Remedy 
againſt Uncleanneſs ;—namely, that of 
lawful Marriage. If the ſolemn Con- 
tract be undertaken and fulfilled in the 
Fear of God, theie is then every Pro- 
ſpect that can improve or delight, which 
can ſecure a Man's Conſcience, or his 
Happineſs. It preſerves him Innocent, 
ſweetens Care, and provides a Conſola- 
tion againſt the neceſſary Troubles of 
Life. And notwithſtanning what Li- 
bert ines ſay, that they cannot afford the 
extraordinary Expences of a married 

| Life, 


- 
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Life, I believe it will be found by con- 
ſtant Experience, that a Man who has 
engaged in the marriage State, upon the 
proper Motives of Prudence and Virtue, 
will live more comfortably, nay will 
better thrive in the World, than one of 
the ſame Rank and Fortune, who in- 
dulges himſelf in the promiſcuous Uſe 
of Women. Marriage is a Spur to In- 
duſtry and Sobriety, makes a Man dili- 
gent in his Calling, and delivers him 
from the heavy Miſchiefs of vagrant 
Luſts before deſcribed, and from thoſe 
expenſive Temptations, which eat up 
a Man's Fortune as does a Canker. And 
there is no doubt but God Almighty, 
who © feeds the ravens that call upon 
*« him,” will bleſs his own Inſtitutions, 
and (if we are not wanting to ourſelves) 
will give us all things neceſſary for 
* life and godlineſs,” in ſuch a Manner 
as is moſt fit and convenient for us. 
And was even the Objection truly 
founded, (ſince we came into this World 
merely to fit us for a better) it were 
better to be poor here, than damned 
hereafter. hb
